New York, Oct. 22.— A dispatch to 
fhe Herald from Havana eaya : In 
•pit* of aU hia protests to the contrary 
Ganwal Weyler. when it oomei to the 
aotnal tettctf redgninghia eomBund, 
exhibited great relnotance. He haa re- 
fused to give ovrr anthnrity aa captain 
general to his daly appointed sacoeaaor, 
althoagh peremptorily ordered to do ao 
bj Spain's minister of war. 

Theaitoation ia critical. Senor Sa- 
gasta o&n not, it is believed, permit hig 
ministrj to be openly defied by General 
Wcyler and yet he may have to resort 
to extreme measures to remove the 
c:ii)tain poiicral. Over and over again, 
Captain General Weyler has affirmed 
he wonld do nothing to embarrass his 
coonrtj, bnt actiooa speak louder than 
words. 

Oastellanos arrived in the capital late 
Monday night. He had been appointed 

§r Spain's minister of war to replace 
eneral Weyler nntil General Buinco 
arrived in Cuba. Cantellanos was in 
the field when the appointment came, 
but he at once started for the palace. 
In some nnaoconntable way a man-of- 
war sent to fetch him was retarded. 
Castellanos proceeded to the palace on 
Tnes(L-\y morninji: e.vpecting to bo sworn 
in as captain Kt'iieral. But it was very 
hoon apjjarcnt tliat General Weyler did 
not intend that anything of the sort 
hlunilii hapiJi n. He ma(io e.\cu.se3 and 
hesitated until Castellanos was pro- 
voked to rablo the situation to Madrid. 
A reply came quicldy. It was a per- 
emptory order that General Weyler 
should vacate and that the newly ap- 
pointed man should aamme command 
at once. 

But even then General Weyler did 
not obey, he told Castellanos that be- 
fore he would hand over the office he 
must have a written statement from 
his Kuccessor to the effect that the four 
western provinpos were pacified. Now 
Castellanos had been in the field and 
knew t)ie truth and refused to sign any 
such document. 

This haptwned Tuesday evening. 
General Weyler is still captain ^'eneral 
and in effect defies any one to divtst 
him of his authority, (ieneral Wcy- 
ler's intimate friends assert that he will 
not relinquish command nntil a few 
hours before the time he has fi.xe<l to 
t^ail for Spain. The date of his depart- 
ure is now fixed for Oct. .SO. But it 
wa.s once before fixed for the L'(ith. 
There is time for much to happen be- 
fore General Blanco arrives. 

General Weyler entertained the col- 
onels of the volunteer force at a ban- 
((uet in the palace on Mondav nipht. 
It was a splendid afTair and the wines 
were of tlie best. During the coarse of 
the evening,' (leneral Weyler made a 
speech full of insinuations. General 
Weyler attempted to justify himself be- 
forehand ff r anything he might do to 
prevent Spain's present ministry from 
carryiiiK out what he thought was a 
policy that would brim? disaster to his 
beloved country. There is little doubt 
that the volunteer force in Cuba is with 
(i eneral Weyler. He has looked after 
them well ; he has auiformed and armed 
them well and they enjoy manv privil- 
eges. They have a good deal to lose and 
nothing to gain if the Cubans are given 
a liberal voice in the government, 

The volnnteer force is composad 
chiefly of petty officeholders, clerks, la- 
borers, waiters, porters, etc. It num- 
bers in Havana alone more than SO.Ooo 
men, a well drilled and strong looking 
body of men. With them General 
Weyler is power. 

In the meantime the rebels are ready 
and eager for the winter campaign. 
The movement westward is slow, but 
sure. It is a significant fact that Gen- 
eral Gtomea is not following his osoal 
tactics. Heretofore his westward 
marches have been bold, swift dashes, 
with the advancing force split up into 
small bodies, bat this time it is differ- 
ent. Thera Is somatUng solid about 
the verr slowness of movement. It be- 
toktns ntevy baggage trains ; it means 
•rtUlery ; it means tbelaTingof a per- 
manent base of soppUea ; it means t^t 
the rebels are oomituf to stay. The van' 
guard of the Invading army hat bean 
reported near Santa Olam d^.

DE ■ LOME CA LLS ON SHERMAN. 
An Hoar Spent In Earnest ConrerMtlon, 
but It* Import Not Made Pabllc. 

Washington, Oct. 22.— Senor Dupny 
De Lome, the Spanish minister, was 
among Secntary Sherman's callers 
yesterday, it being diplomatlo day, and 

spent almost an hoar in earnest consul- 
tation with the secretary and with As- 
sistant Secretary Adee, who was sent 
for by the secretary. The minister is 
stopping £in the city only for a short 
time at present, owing to the fact that 
he ia not able to obtain possession of the 
new quarters he has engaged for the 

legation nntil next December. He will 
make his home with his family in New 
York for the month of November, com- 
ing over to Washington om i- cvrry 
week to transact the legation business. 
In December he expects to open the le- 
gation in its new home at the corner of 
Eighteenth street and Oonncctioat ar* 
enuo. 

So far as the ofTlcials ot the state de- 
partment know there is no prospect of 
a change in the ministry h('r(>, certttinly 
not in the near future, or perhaps at all, 
ihe e.xperience of Senor Dupuy de 
Lome making his services in Washing- 
ton extremely necessary to the Spanish 
government in its transition stages.

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MAY COM! TOO LATI. 

Cabinet CMMlderlag a Bcplyto 
Onr Oovemiarat. 

Madrid, Oct. 92.— The qneen regent 

presided over the cabinet council yes- 
terday. Senor Sagasta, the premier, 
and Admiral Bermcjo, minister of ma- 
rine, both of whom were inuisposed, 
were absent. Senor GuUon, the minis- 
ter of foreign aflToirs, explained at 
length the present status of Spain's 
diplomatic relations with the United 
States, and declared the cabinet was en- 
tirely in aocord as to the policy to be 
pursued. 

(ieneral Correa, minister of war, said 
he was satisfied with the manner in 
which reinforcements were concentrat- 
ing for Cuba. He declan/d that there 
Were very few desertions. 

At the meeting of the < abinet today, 
Senor Sagasta presiding, the ministers 
will consider the draft of the answer of 
Spain to the note of the United States 
on the subject of Cuba, delivered to the 
Spanish government by the United 
States minister. General Stewart Ij. 
Woodford, shortly after his arrival 
here. It is understood that the reply 
will contain a formal protest against 
iiiibustering. 

El Heraldo says tiiat Senor ( hilloii 
submitted tt) the premier yesterday his 
suKKested draft of the reply to the note 
and that the premier approved it, but 
intimated that it should be withheld 
until after the arrival of Marshal Blanco 
at Havana.

OPENED THE EVES OP SPAIN. 

Authorities at Waihlncton Not S«V|»rla«d 

at WeyleH^ ActloiiH. 

Wabhinoto.n, Oct. Ihe news 
from Havana that Weyler is preparing 
to open the eyes of Spain and has re- 
fused to turn over his command to his 
api>ointed successor, Castellanos, only 
contirins the dispatches which were 
printed last week. It was stated then 
that the Cubans in Washington liad in- 
timation that General Weyler would 
refuse to obey the orders from Madrid, 
and that he was preparing to turn Ha- 
vana ov«r to the insnrgents. His ac- 
tions were then looked npon with sns- 
pidoo by the Spanish anthorities, and 
now the oonflrmatory dispatches both 
fkom Madrid and Havana fnlly justify 
all that was said at that time. 

Aayet the state department haa not 
had any confirmatory dispatches from 
HaToao, and while the officials do not 
talk for publication, they do not express 
anr snxprise at the developments.

Ki.KHAKT, Ind., Oct. 22. ~A daring 
and successful robbery was coiiiniitted 
at Wakarusa, a small town eight miles 
south of here, in the county, during the 
night. The safe of the ExiohiUige bank 
was blown open and a considerable 
amount of money, mostly in gold and 
silver, was carried away. 

Dynamite was used in eflorting an 
entrance. The robbers were discovered 
about 3 o'clock, while still at work, and 
a livelv chase ensued.

Another Trial Promlied. 

Chicaoo, Oct. 22.— Adolph Luetpert, 
accused of the most remarkable crime 
of the century, will have another 
chance to prove that he did not murder 
his wife and disintegrate her corpse in 
a vat fall of deadly potash solution. 

The jury, after being out a few min- 
utes over 66 hours, was discharged at 
11 a. m. yesterday by Judfire L. Tnthill 
after it had officially informed him for 
the second time that it ooold never 
agree. 

It is nndarstood that thejnry on its 
last ballot voted as follows : 

I'or oonvicticm— Shaw, Fowler, Fran- 
sen, Bibby, Mahoney, Beluniiler, 
Ueichhold, Hoamer and £oyd. 

For aoqnittol— Harley, UolaUrd and 
Barber. 

The beginning of the end of the legal 
battle over the fate of Luetgert came a 
few minutes before 10 o'clock. At that 
time Judge Tuthill reached the crim- 
inal coon building. He immediately 
sent for State's Attorney Deneen, for 
Attorn^ Vincent, for Attorney Phaleu 
and for Luetgert, the prisoner. 

After a few minutes' talk the court 
sent for Foreman Heichhold. He was 
interrogated as to the po.ssibility of the 
jury arriving at a verdict. He replied 
that he saw no chance of such an out- 
come. The further information w.is 
vouchsafed that the jury stood nine i>>r 
conviction and tliree tor actiuittal and 
also that this hn.l been the status of af- 
fairs for the last li-i hours 

Upon this the euurt ^. nt for the rest 
of the jurors, and tlie same ^luestioiu 
were put to them and lii;e answer; re 
turned Thereupon the formal disch.irL'c 
of the jury took iilare. and the bii 
crowd in the courtroom— for tlie pnbh: 
had been admitted— gave a sigh of re 
lief a.s they went away, and Luetgert 
was returned to his cell. 

The disagreement of the jury means 
a new trial should the state feel that it 
can coiivii t Luetgert of the alleged 
iminli r of his wife. 

It IS a foregone conclusion that Luet- 
gert s attorneys wiU appear before 
.Judge Tuthill and ask that their client 
be admitted to bail. In deciding the 
(inestion the court's decision will doubt- 
less be largely iiifiuenced b\ the opinion 
of the state's attorney as to the advisa- 
bility of granting the reiinest. 

If Luetgert should be refused bail the 
statutes provide that his incarceration 
for a period of four consecii'ive months 
will act as a release, and the prisoner 
must be discharged from custody. 

Luetgert is pleased at the result, t^o 
is his lawyer. Phalen, and his son, Ar- 
nold, and his partner, Charles. Vjj.- 
Judge \ iiicent says he is disappointed. 

"Yes, sir, we will try him again," 
said State's Attorney Deneen. when 
asked as to the probability of Luetgert 
beiug brought before the court a second 
time. 

"When v. e will pet at it, however, is 
something I can not tell you now. We 
have had nine weeks of this and I must 
have a couple weeks' rest. After that 
we will look the ground over and get 
our evidence together. The case stands 
now with us as though there had never 
been a trial. The second trial has no 
bearing whatever on the case just 
closed."' 

The trial of the LuetgiTt case con- 
sumed nine week, and, were it possible 
to give an itemixed account of the ex- 
pense to the state and the defendant, 
the figures wonld scarcely be credited. 
To a large extent the matter of cost 
can only be estimated. Those who are 
familiar with the expenses attached to 
the trial of cases have estimated the 
cost to the state all the way from |J2,5,- 
000 to 150,000. Probably tho truth li( s 
in a medium between these figures. 

To begin with, the state procured an 
extra appropriation of $3,600 from the 
county board for the purposes of the 
prosecution. This wav gone for actual 
daily running expenses before the trial 
had proceeded three weeks. The state 
then succeeded in getting another ap- 
propriation of |2,600. This money was 
obtained solely for the purpose of pay- 
ing expert witnesses and to defray the 
expenses of the jjiolioe investigation, and 
it was all expended before the end of 
the trial. 

It is quite probable that some prose- 
cutions for perjury will result from the 
Luetgert case. It is given on first class 
authority that the testimony of two of 
the principal witnesses for the defense 
will be laid before the grand Jnry for 
an investigition. It may be that more 
than two people will be inoladed in the 
list that will be carried to the grand 
jury, but it is pnollMUy settled that 
indictments will te wked for against 
two, probably before the Luetgert case 
can be reached for the trial again. Tho 
two witnesses against whom it is said 
indictments will be asked are William 
c^harles, Lnetgert's bnrineaa partner, 
and Mary Siemmering, the domestio In 
the Luetgert honsehtud. 

Luetgert refused to be interviewed, 
but made the following statamMit to 
the public late last night : 

The result of my triid, ending today, 
is a victory for me because of the disa- 
greement of the Jnry, but I am very 
much disappointed aiul very much sur- 
prised that the jury.did not bring in a 
verdict of not gmlty. 

I did not kill my wlftMMl do not 
uow where she is, but I Mlliare that 
it is only a qneetton of time until she 



"1 did not go upon the witness stand 
because my lawyer. Judge Vincent, was 
bitterly opposed to my doing so, and 
because ha odvlaad die it waa not neoes- 

sary. 

"I am grateful for the tremendous 
change in public sentiment in my favor, 
and time will demonatrate that I am 
not only aa innocent bat a very griev- 
onoly wronged man."

Madrid, Oct. 82.— A dispatch re- 
ceived here from Leyte. one of the Phil- 
ippine. islands, says that pla e h.as been 
almost devastated by a cyclone, that 
many persons have been killed and that 
damage to property is incalculable. The 
cyclone, it is further announced, de- 
stroyed the towns of Tagloban and Her- 
nanl on the Island of Leyte, as well as 
several villages. It is estimated that 
400 persona lost their lives through the 
disaster. 

Later advices from Manilla siiy the 
cyclone occurred on (Jet. I J and they 
add that Corigara and Bnrugo, t)n the 
eastern coast of Leyte, have been wiped 
out and that an immense wave swept 
inland, engulfing villages. Several 
thousand natives i)erished at Tagloban, 
The cyclone also swept the island of 
Sumar. The full e.xtent of the catastro- 
phe is not yet known. 

The town of Leyte, however, sus- 
tained but little damage, contrary to 
the first reports received.

POO R POTAT OES. 

Tba Crop of the Cnlted States For 1807 la 
Maarljr • Failure. 

New Tore, Oct. 82.— Not since 1803 
has the potato crop of the United States 
proved so nearly a fa^nre, says The 
American Agricnltnrist in its final re- 
port of the yield of 1807. Compared 
with the liberal crop of last year, there 
is an apparent falling o!Y of nearly ;!0 
per ci'ut in tonnar^e and the quality of 
the whole is greatly deficient. 

County and township rettims from 
all the leading potato growing states to 
this weekly newspaper, show the yield 
of potatoes to be 174,000,000 bushels 
against 1245,000,000 in 1896 ; 986.000,000 
lu 180S; 185,000.000 in 1894 and only 
163,000,000 in the short crop of 1802. 
The average rate of yield per aore is 
placed at 64 bushels taldttg the country 
at large, against 86 bnshda in 1896, 89 
in 1806, and 69 in 1809. 

The reasons for disaater to the notatoe 
crop of 1897 are about as variea as a 
mtutiplioity of causes oonld msJiethem. 
Stanunc ont with mote prominence 
than any other two faotorg are blight 
and rot, aa a reaolt of extremes of 
weather oonditioas. While the yield 
in bushels ia amall, the quality is al- 
most as deficient. This ia true of most, 
bnt not all atatea. The crop is best in 
the northwest. Snoh portions of Can- 
ada as make a special^ of potatoes, 
notably Ontario and the Maritime prov- 
inces, show a general bnt not aerions 
shortage.
